What if I have trouble putting Creative Writer or Fine Artist on 
my computer? 

• Sometimes programs that start whenever you turn on your Macintosh can 
cause problems when you try to set up Creative Writer or Fine Artist. 

Try removing these programs from your System folder before you set up 
Creative Writer or Fine Artist. Follow the steps for removing virus detec¬ 
tors near the beginning of this booklet. After you’ve set up Creative Writer 
or Fine Artist, you can put them back. 

If you have System 7, try holding down the Shift key when you turn on 
your computer. 


What if my document doesn’t print? 

• Make sure your printer is turned on. Plug the printer into your computer 
and into a power outlet.
